Suit for $10,000 damages waa filed in 
tlie federal court Wednesday by Wal- 
ter J. Long, admijiistrator of the estate 
of J. F. Long, deceased, against the 
Pennsylvania Railroad company.

Perrin Depuy left to the board of edu- 
cation of Van Wert a sum of money to

STICK TO YOUR DREAM, BOY. 
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"Present Value" of Public Utilities 


The Indiana Public Service commission announced a ruling of 
jLumsual importance when Chairman Thomas Duncan, sitting in the 
jBichmond electric light case, held that the "present value" placed 
pn a public utility may be used as a basis for either rate making or 
pale purposes. The commission's chief engineer, H. 0. Garman, has 
iconsidered that there is a difference in values for rate making and 
yalues for sale purposes, because some equipment might be in use in 
plant, yet have little value for sale purposes. 
The commission, 
through its chairman, expressed the belief that, if there is any dif- 
ference in the values for the two purposes, the value of purchasing 
"purposes never would be lower than for rate making purposes. 


The decision, one of statewide importance, means that where a 
Utility has surrendered its franchise to operate under an indetermin- 
fite permit, a city may take steps to purchase the plant on' the basis 
'^f a "present value" which has been fixed by the commission. 


The commission's decision was made on the position of the city 
of Richmond for condemnation proceedings against the Richmond 
Light, Heat and Power company's plant. 
The company now takes 
the position that the sale of its property, dating from the adoption 
of the resolution by the city council providing for the institution of 
condemnation proceedings, actually has been made, the fixing of the 
sale price by the commission being the only incomplete thing about 
the transaction. The city, however, maintains that the sale has not 
been completed and that it has a right to withdraw its proceedings 
If it considers the price fixed by the commission too high. The com- 
tnission, however, did not rule on this question. 


The city of Richmond already operates a light plant and, with 
the purchase of the private plant, the municipality will have control 
pf the lighting situation. 


In his address before the Indiana Retail Furniture Dealers' as- 
sociation at Indianapolis, President E. Clarence Shell, of this city, 
^ut emphasis on a great truth when he declared that service to the 
public was the real measure of success in merchandising. There has 
bever been a time when the business men of the country realized this 
point quite so fully as now, and never a time when they so clearly 
measured up in splendid fashion in the service they are rendering 
the public. 
The successful merchant today is not a mere money- 
maker. He is first of all the man who ministers to public needs, 
^ s own success is an incidental matter.

Ref- 
ierence is, of course, made to the element of health and sanitation, 
which is inevitably subjected to tremendous danger in any extensive 
inundation. It will be well to take this into full account before you 
neglect or refuse to sign the petitions that alone will make flood 
pirevention work possible in Fort Wayne.

Will Be Shown Under Aus- 
pices of Anti-Tubercu- 
losis Society. 


Through the efforts of IVIrs. J. R. 
Meriwether, iMiss Irene Byron, Dr. E. 
A. Crull and others working in the in- 
terests of the Anti-Tuberculosis soci- 
ety, "The White Terror," a four-reel 
picture play that deals with a 
vital 
feature of the work, will be presented 
at the Orpheum theater next Friday 
matinee and night. 


The film was produced by the Uni- 
versal Film company in 
co-operation 
Avith tho National Association for the 
Study and Prevention of Tuberculosis, 
and is not one of the old, dry types 
that one sometimes sees used in the 
furtherance of public health work. 


The picture was finished only 
last 
week, and will be released simultane- 
ously in thirty-eight of the country's 
leading cities on next Friday. 


The picture describes certain condi- 
tions in Everj'town, where Boyd with 
his political henchman, Duncan, 
own 
and control all of the industrial, politi- 
cal, and social avenues of 
life. 
All 
Boyd cares for, except for his beautiful 
ilaughter Eleanor, is money. 
He pays 
his employes 
starvation 
wages; 
he 
forces them to live in ramshackle tene- 
ments full of dark, ill-smelling rooms; 
lie makes them work under filthy, un- 
«uiitary conditions in badly lighted and 
ventilated shops; he grinds up the lit- 
tle children in his mills; and, above all, 
he manufactures and sells to his em- 
]iloye3 and others, a fake cure for con- 
sumption, Sac-Ozone, and a cure-all for 
everything else, Multikurol. 


WTien Cole, the editor of the Clarion, 
the only newspaper in the town, dares 
to publish an article partially disclos- 
ing conditions in Everytown and Boyd's 
control, Duncan quickly silences the pa- 
per with the threat to take away its 
advertising. 
Bvit not without 
resvilt 
was the publication of the first article. 
Matthew Brand, an idle, rich 
young 
man, who is desperately in love with 
Eleanor Boyd, has been spurred on by 
her to do something Avorth while for 
the city. 
He sees conditions himself, 
and realized that Cole has not told half 
enough. 
Although it is for the pur- 
pose of fighting the father of the girl 
he loves, Brand buj-s the Clarion and 
begins new attacks on Boyd and his 
methods. 


So vigorous are the new attacks that 
Boyd orders Dimcan to silence the Clar- 
ion at any cost, and after many vain 
attempts, Dimcan resolves to dynamite 
the plant and kill Brand and C«le. 


Meanwhile Eleanor has contracted a 
cold which the doctor pronounces tuber- 
culosis on the very night when Duncan 
plans to blow up the Hanon office. The 
shock of this calamitj'; the doctor's de- 
nunciation of Boyd and his methods of 
selling fake cures; the premature ex- 
plosion at the Clarion, causing the death 
of Duncan instead of Brand or Cole— 
all of these things in one night coming 
to Boj-d unnerve him, and after a troii- 


blesome series of dreams, he resolves 
to be a better man and to make amends 
for the wrong he has done. 
The result 
was that a year later Everytown could 
show greatly improved working condi- 
tions in all of Boyd's factories; a series 
of new model homes for workingmen; 
a tuberculosis sanatorium; an open air 
school; visiting nurses, and other ade- 
quate protection for the public health.

That America's duty lies along the 
pathway of peace, consistent alike with 
her history, her tradition and her na- 
tional purpose was tlie universal senti- 
ment voiced at a. notable function at the 
Fort Wayne Country club Tuesday even- 
infr, where Theodore F. Thieme was host 
to the 
officers 
and 
directors 
of tJie 
Wayne Knitting mills, with a few in 
vited guests, 
at 
the 
annual dinner 
which has come to follow the inventory 
at 
that great 
manufacturing 
institu 
tion. 


Samuel M. Foster presided as toast 
master and the principal address was 
delivered by Horace H. Herr, editor oC 
the Indianapolis Times, who, but recent 
ly home from a trip to the European 
war zone, told in entertaining fashion 
of his observations and his deductions 
as an eye-witness 
of 
the war game, 
Mr. Herr declared the 
war 
is 
not a 
struggle for humanity, but for commer- 
cial supremacy. 


Appointments Are Elegant. 


The dinner was charming in every ap- 
pointment. 
There were profuse floral 
decorations, an elaborate menu and a 
notable musical program rendered by 
Mr. and Mrs. 
George 
Bailhe and Em 
meran Stoeber. One novel featiue was 
presented when Mrs. Bailhe sang the na- 
tional air o feach of -the belligerent na- 
tions, and in a spirit of exact neutrality 
the guests drank a toast to each of 
them in vintages which ran the gamut 
from Blue Cast water to the national 
beverages of the lands at war, inter- 
spersing the elaborate menu provided by 
Caterer Emil Keller and directed by 1'. 
y. Gross as master of ceremonies. 
The 
pretty souvenirs carried the menu print- 
ed in some seven or eight languages. 


S. M. Foster presided with delightful 
grace as toastmaster, and he "brought 
down the house" at one point particu- 
larly when he "decorated" the host of 
the evening with an iron cross. 


Some Impromptu Responses. 


Mr. Thieme introduced the toastmas- 
ter with a few brief remarks, setting 
forth the sentiment of peace as the pre- 
vailing theme of the dinner, and there 
were a number of impromptu responses 
in which this idea was uppermost. These 
were given by W. H. Shambaugh, Judg«! 
W. H. Eichhorn, of Bluffton; Louis Fox, 
Judge O. N. Heaton, CharlesMcCulIoch 
and B. Paul Mossman. 


Mr. Kerr's Address. 


Mr. Herr began his address with a 
graphic narrative of his experiences in 
the war 
zone—England, 
France, Ger- 
many, Austria and Italy, and continu- 
ing, said in part: 


"I might tell you a thousand revolt- 
ing details of this war, but they would 
add nothing to your understanding of 
the situation. 
The agony of a dying 
soldier, the outraging of a woman, the 
leveling of a cathedral are mere inci- 
dents in war. 
You 
will 
find 
them 
wherever 
men 
are 
brutalized by 
an 
abandonment 
to 
violence. 
German 
soldiers have been guilty of atrocities 
but what army hasn't? Every military 
expert Avill tell you that these things 
follow inthe wake of all armies whether 
they are German, English, Jap, Ameri- 
can or what not. 


"Men, these are the things you want 
to think about before you clamor for 
war. 
Having once committed yourself 
to war you have no right to be sur 
prised and shocked when they happen. 
When you vote for war you vote for 
these things for these are the things 
from which wars are made. 


What is It All About? 
"What i.^ it all about? 
The German 
says he is fighting for his national ex- 
istence. 
The English say they are fight- 
ing because 
Belgium's neutrality 
v/as 
outraged; the French say they arc figiit- 
ing 
because 
Germany 
threatened 
to 
crush them; the 
Austrian 
says he is 
fighting because Russia was encouraging 
the Serlilan propaganda which was dan- 
gerous to the nation. 


"Now let us, as Americans, consider 
the cold facts in the case, keeping our- 
selves alert for whatever there is of 
profit for us in this maelstrom of vio- 
lence. 


"It is no paradox to say that the 
world advances 
sometimes 
by fcoinx 
backward. 
An ideal or an institution 
becomes so deeply established that we 
hang to it as thé order of things nd 
vanees about it. 
The time comes when 
it is out of harmony with the period. 
What happens then? 


"Sometimes we discard it peacefully, 
but as a rule these institutions do not 
yield up their grip on us easily. 
They 
are apt to precipitate strife of one kind 
or another in a last despérate effort to 
maintain their power. 
They seize that 
part of our civilization which has ad- 
vanced and ruthlessly pull it baclc. But 
it will not remain back, it struggles to 
get away, there is turmoil and confusion 
and for the time being the human race 
seems to be reverting to t&e plan of the 
cave-man. 


The Changing Times. 


"There was a time when to the vic- 
tor belonged the spoils in all walks of 
life, later the code was 'an èye for an 
eye' and then came the philosopher who 
said, 'I say unto you that ye resist not 
evil, but whosoever shall smite thee on 
thy right cheekk turn to him the other 
also.' " 


Mr. Herr here quoted at some length 
from Bernhardi's 
"Germany 
and the 
Next War," issued in 1911, upholding an 
intensely military attitude and then con 
tinued : 


"But this isn't the philosophy of the 
German people, 
as God-fearing a peo 
pie as the world knows! 
I admit this 
gladly. 
But it is the Prussian philos 
ophy and it is Prussia that dominates 
Germany in w a r and peace and it 
Prussia that has plunged Germany into 
war. 


"Prussianism has always been mili 
taryism. 
There was a time when it was 
quite the style, just as there was a time 
when man wore a ring in his nose and 
painted his face and Monday 
wasn' 
wash day because there was nothing to 
wash. 


In Alsace-Lorraine. 


"^Vhat has been the trouble in Alsace 
Lorraine? 
Why 
they 
wanted 
to 
go 
back to France. 
No they did not. 
They 
wanted a measure of liberty; they wans 
ed an unrestrained opportunity for tljc 
development of 
the individual and If 
Prussianism had granted that opportun 
ity you couldn't have driven them back 
to France. 
But Prussia couldn't give 
that liberty because the other German 
states were so powerful that Prussia 
did not dare to give another state po 
litical liberty and thereby place the bal 
anee of power in the hands of Ger 
many and against Prussia. 
Therefore 
instead of making of the province taken 
from France in 1870 a full fledged state 
in the German empire, Prussia made it 
crowni lands and the kaiser dictated the 
policy and by force and duress attempt 
ed to suppress the natural sympathy tor 
France of the French inhabitants. 


The French departed from the pro 
vmce. 
German settlers were sent in and 
when these Germans found they could 
not have political liberty in the same 
degree as was enjoyed by other German 
c+o+oo TTTTTV fnTnoil acrainsf. Prussia

France was a republic 
and they believed that if they became a 
part of 'France they would gain the po- 
litical liberty they desired. 
The people 
of Alsace-Lorraine do not want iSrance 
they want liberty and opportunity. They 
are' not against 'Germany ,but they are 
for themselves. 


"Down in 
Trieste the 
situation 
is 
analogous. 
Italy would have the world 
believe that Trieste wants to be a part 
of Italy. 
The 
fact is 
that 
Trieste 
doesn't care what country she is a part 
of if she can have the opportunity for 
individual initiative and an unrestrained 
sphere of activity for the creative im- 
pulses of the people. 


The Case of England. 
"The popular supposition is that Eng 
land is in the war because eBlgium's 
neutrality was violated. 
England would 
be in the war if Belgium had never ex- 
isted. 
England is in the war from self- 
interest, -her 
motives 
are 
thoroughly 
commercial and, if such" a thing is pos- 
sible, more reprehensible than are the 
motives of Germany. 


"This is a war 
of commerce. 
The 
carnage in Europe results from a compe- 
tition for the privilege to sell heathens 
glass beads and Bibles, and other heath- 
ens automobiles and dyes. 


"When Germany says she is 
fighting 
for her national existence she doesn't 
mean that her collective life in Germany 
proper was threatened, but she means 
her colonial policy had met determined 
opposition. 
She wanted to be a world 
power. 
World power means subjection 
of other powers. 
England had checked 
her wherever she could and England's 
ancient policy on the high seas had be- 
come a menace to Gerpiany's endeavor to 
get what she considered her share in the 
world's commerce. 


"Basically this is a war between Ger- 
many and England, and if Germany is 
defeated and there has not come suf- 
ficient 
sentiment to establish 
interna- 
tional peace, the next war will probably 
find the world against England, who is 
now pursuing in the seas what Ger- 
many would establish on land. 


"By what right does England control 
the sea? 
By the right of might. 
Shall 
we condemn the policy of force as a 
fault in Germany and laud it as a virtue 
in England? 


"Get 
the right perspective 
on this 
war. 
There is no great 
humanitarian 
principle involved, every nation is in it 
on a sordid, selfish and commercial basis. 
They are fighting over dollars and the 
United States of America has no busi- 
ness in the fight. 


"This country came into being be- 
cause humanity cried out for it; 
the 
principles 
in "its foundation 
are 
hu- 
manitarian principles and upon this na- 
tion as on no other, rests the duty of 
following that course of action which 
best serves humanity and in this season 
of violence, that course must lead us to 
maintain peace; it i.s a time when we 
should subject our ideas of patriotism 
to a searcliing inquiry to the end that 
we may serve this country and in serv- 
ing this country serve the entire world 
and humanity with the highest type of 
citizenship."

Washin^n, June 16.—The cost of 
living is higher than ever before in the 
United States as far as government sta- 
tistics show, and is increasing each year. 
In 1914 the year's cost of filling the 
market basket of the average American 
working man's family was 
$6.68 or 
two per cent 
higher than it was in 


1913, and $60.43 or 24 per cent high- 
er than it waa in 1907, calculating on 
relative price figures announced today 
by the federal bureau of labor statistics 
as a result of its most recent investi- 
gation of retail prices. 


These figures represent prices of fif- 
teen articles aggregating approximately 
two-thirds of the expenditure for food 
by the average working man's family. 
The cost of these articles in 1913 was 
$333.90, making the 1914 cost $340.- 
58, while in 1907 it was $280.15. Cal- 
culating these amounts as two-thirds of 
the working man's family food expendi- 
ture, the total spent for food in these 
years would be: 
In 1913, 
$500.85; 


1914, $510.87 and 1907, $410.20. The 
bureau's investigation covered prices in 
forty-four 
important 
industrial 
cities 
representing thirty-three 
states.

Great Opportunity Coming 
to America, Declares 
Mr. Bryan,. 


BEGINS STATEMENT 
ON CAUSELESS WAR 


World Will Demand Change 
in Rules of Interna- 
tional Law. 


Washington, June 16.—Former Secre- 
tary Bryan in the first section of his 
statement on "The Causeless War," to- 
day prophesied that the greatest peace 
making opportunity In ail history was 
certain to come to the United States and 
declared there would be a demand for 
an international conference, with the re- 
turn of peace,'to change the rules of 
international law wluch "seem to have 
been made for the nations at war rather 
than for the nations at peace." 


"Under the stress and strain of the 
titanic struggle in whicli they are en- 
gaged," Mr. Bryan's 
statement 
says, 
"each side has felt itself justified in 
encroaching upon the rights of neutrals. 
The ocean highways, the common prop- 
erty of all, have been appropriated for 
war purposes and delicate questions are 
forced upon the neutral nations. 
Just 
at this time, when these questions are 
most acute, the belligerent governmen';s 
are least able to deal with them with 
the calmness and poise which their great 
importance demands. 
No wonder every 
neutral nation is increasingly anxious 
for the war to end; but of all the neu- 
tral nations ours has the most ,reason 
to pray for the return of peace^most 
reason to set its face resolutely against 
participation in this war. 
This nation, 
the head of the neirtral group and the 
sincere friend of all the belligerents, is 
in duty bound to set an example. In 
patience and self-restraint. 


Opportuiiity Coroinf. 


"In all history, no suoh opportunity 
has ever come to any other nation as 
that which is destined to com® to the 
United States. 
In all history no other 
peace-maker has ever been in position 
to claim as rich a blessing as that which 
will be pronounced upon our president 
when the time for mediation comes—as 
come it must." 


Introducing his statement, Mr. Bryan 
graphically describes ttie horrors and af- 
ilictiona of the war, and says; 


"Neutral nations can not look on with 
indifference—the ties that bind them- 
selves together too strong, the relation- 
ship too 
intimate. 
This is 
especially 
true of the United States. 
We have a 
compoaiio position—every nation of Eu- 
rope having contributed liberally to our 
citizenship. 
These, 
our 
countrymen, 
themselves bom abroad, or immediately 
descended from foreign born ancestors, 
cannot but take a lively interest in the 
conduct a« well as in the results of the 
war and a still larger circle shares the 
concern of those directly connected. Not 
a soldier falls on either side but the sor- 
row expressed in his home finds an echo 
at some fireside in the United States." 


Neutrals Suffer Seriously. 


Aside from sentimental considerations, 
Mr. Bryan asserts, neutral nations suf- 
fer serious disturbance because of the 
war. 


'^Nearly every 
neutral 
nation finds 
new domestic problems thrust upon it 
and old problems made more difficult," 
the statement declares. 


"No American citizen can note with- 
out deep concern the manner in which 
war questions have intruded themselves 
into 
our 
politics — overshadowing 
economic issues and stimulating agita- 
tion in favor of enlarged appropriations 
for military and naval purposes." 


At some length Mr. Bryan refers to 
intemiptioDS to neutral commerce, de- 
rangement of business and consequent 
readjustments and speaks of scarcity of 
American ships as one of the greatest 
embarrassments to the United States. 


"The neutral nations are put to a 
great expense to preserve neutrality and 
are constantly in danger of being em- 
broiled in the war without intention or 
fault on their part," re declared. 


"The rules of international law seem 
to have been made for the nations at 
war, rather than 
for 
the nations at 
peace. 
It IB almost impossible to alter 
these roles during the war, because any 
material change, affecting as it would 
tb» interests of the belligerents, would 
bn a seeimii^ violation of neutrality. 


"As soon as peace returns there will 
be a demand for an international con- 
ferenee on t'his subject» 
The presump- 
tion should then be given for peace, not 
war, as the normal condition. If nations 
are determined to fight, they should, as 
far as possible, bear the burden them- 
Mlves aad not transfer it to nations 
that avoid war by restorting to reason 
instead of force."

The same re- 
port sets forth that fresh German forces, 
brought up near Jaroslau under cover of 
heavy artillery fire, compelled the Rus- 
sians to retire for some distance on the 
Tight bank of the river San, after three 
flays of desperate fighting. 


On the remainder of the eastern front! 


the Russians apparently are. contending 
themselves with repelling the attacks of 
the enemy, excepting on the left banks 
of the Tismenitza and Stry rivers, tribu- 
taries of the-Bniester, where'the^'etaim 
to have taken numerous prisoners and 
machine guns and to have recaptured 
Tillages wrested from them by the Aus- 
trians.

Suit for §10,000 damages was filed in 


the federal court Wednesday by Wal- 
ter J. Long, administrator of the estate 
of J. F. Long, deceased, against the 
Pennsylvania Kailroad company.

deceased was a rural mail carrier on

litical liberty they desired. The people 
of Alsace-Lorraine do not want France 
they want liberty and opportunito They 
are not against 'Germany .buXtSe/ are 
for themselves.

Say U. S. Government 


Statistical 


Washington, June 16. — The cost of 


living is higher than ever before in the 
United States au far as government sta- 
tistics show, and is increasing each year. 
In 1914 the year's cost of filling the 
market basket of the average American 
working man's family was $6.68 or 
two per cent higher than it was in 
1913, and $60.43 or 24 per cent high- 
er than it was in 1907, calculating on 
relative price figures announced today 
by the federal bureau of labor statistics 
as a result of its most recent investi- 
gation of retail prices. 


These figures represent prices of fif- 


teen articles aggregating approximately 
two-thirds of the expenditure for food 
by the average working man's family. 
The cost of these articles in 1913 was 
$333.90, making the 1914 cost $340.- 
58, while in 1907 it was $280.15. Cal- 
culating these amounts as two-thirds of 
the working man's family food expendi- 
ture, the total spent for food in these 
years would be: 
In 1913, $500.85; 


1914, $510.87 and 1907, $410.20. The

Washington, June 16.—Former Secre- 


tary Bryan in the first section of Ma 
statement on "The Causeless War," to 
(lay prophesied that the greatest peaci 
making opportunity In all history wai 
certain to come to the United States am 
declared tliere would be a demand for 
an international conference, with the re 
turn of peace, to change the rules o 
international law which "seem to have 
been made for the nations at war rathci 
than for the nations at poace." 


"Under the stress and strain of the 


titanic struggle in which they are en- 
gaged," Mr. Bryan's statement 
fays, 


"each side has felt itself justified in 
encroaching upon tho rights of neutrals. 
The ocean highways, the common prop- 
erty of all, have been appropriated for 
war purposes and delicate questions art- 
forced upon tha neutral nations. 
Just 


at this time, when these questions arc 
most acute, the belligerent governments 
are least able to deal with them with 
the calmness and poise which their great 
importance demands. No wonder every 
neutral nation is increasingly anxious 
for the war to end; tut of all the neu- 
tral nations ours has the most reason 
to pray for tha return of peace—most 
reason to set its face resolutely against 
participation in this war. This nation, 
the head of the neutral group and the 
sincere friend of all tho belligerents, is 
in duty bound to set an. example in 
patience and self-restraint. 


Opportunity Coming. 


"In all history, no such opportunity 


has ever come to any other nation as 
that which i» destined to come to the 
United States. In all history no other 
peace-maker has ever been in position 
to claim as rich a blessing as that which 
will be pronounced upon our president 
when the time for mediation comes—as 
come it must." 


Introducing his statement, Mr. Bryan 


graphically describes the horrors and af- 
flictions of the war, and says: 


"Neutral nations can not look on with 


indifference—the tiea that bind them- 
selves together too strong, the relation- 
ship too intimate. 
This is especially 


true of the United States. We have a 
composite position—every nation of Eu- 
rope having contributed liberally to our 
citizenship. 
These, our 
countrymen, 


themselves born abroad, or immediately 
descended from foreign horn ancestors, 
cannot but take a li-v^iy interest in tho 
conduct as well as in the results of the 
war and a still larger circle shares tha 
concern of those directly connected. Not 
a soldier falls on either side but tho BO 
I-- 


row expressed in his home finds an echo 
at some fireside in the United States." 


Neutrals Suffer Seriously. 


Aside from sentimental considerations, 


Air. Bryan asserts, neutral nations suf- 
er serious disturbance because of the 
war. 


"Nearly every neutral nation finds 


new domestic problems thrust upon it 
and old problems made more difficult," 
the statement declares. 


"No American citizen can noto with- 


out deep concern the manner in which 
war questions have intruded themselves 
into 
our 
politics — overshadowing 


economic issues and stimulating agita- 
tion in favor of enlarged appropriations 
For military and naval purposes.'' 


At some length Mr. Bryan refers to 


interruptions to neutral commerce, de- 
rangement of business and consequent 
readjustment and speaks of scarcity of 
American ships as one of tha greatest 
embarrassments to the United States. 


"The neutral nations are put to a 


great expense to preserve neutrality and 
arc constantly in danger of being em- 
broiled in the war without intention or 
fault on their part," re declared. 


"The rules of international law seem 


to have been made for the nations at 
war, rather than 
for the nations Jit 


ponce. It is almost impossible to alter 
these rules during the -war, because any 
material change, affecting as it would 
the interests of tho belligerents, would 
bo a. seeming violation of neutrality. 


"As soon as peace returns there will 


be a. demand for an international con- 
ference on this subject. The presump- 
tion should thun be given for peace, not 
war, as the normal condition. If nations 
arc determined to fight, thcr should, as 
far as possible, bear tbo burden them- 
selves and not transfer it to nations 
that avoid war by rcstorting to reason 
instead of force."

Mr. Bryan's Resignation 


The resignation of Secretary of State Bryan from the cabinet 


because of a diagreemeht with President Wilson is regrettable, and 
particularly so from the fael that it comes at a moment like this 
and over a vital question involving the foreign policy of the United 
States.

Garrison's Army Plans 


Additional details of Secretary Garrison's plans for the reor- 


ganization of the United States army, which arc daily coming to 
light in Washington, show that the secretary of war believes we 
should have an army of 200,000 men as the regular peace footing- 
military complement. The retirement of Secretary Bryan is ap- 
parently to he followed by a change in the administration's policy 
regarding national defense, and while there is no admission that 
the president has sanctioned the plan prepared by Secretary Garri- 
son, it is hardly probable he is proceeding without Mr. Wilson's ap- 
proval. 


In the system which the war secretary has ready for presenta- 


tion to congress, he would have the present force increased to in- 
clude sixty regiments of infantry, twenty regiments of field artillery 
and twenty regiments of cavalry, in addition to 30,000 coast artillery 
men. As there are approximately 2.000 men a regiment of infantry, 
and 1,000 in each regiment of field artillery and cavalry, this would 
make the mobile army total 100,000 men on a peace footing.

Not so much popular attention is now attracted to the work on 


food inspection in Indiana as in the days when the food and drug 
law was newer and its operation invested with the element of nov- 
elty, hut. the work is being carried forward steadily over the state. 
It is interesting' to note, also, that generally speaking a marked im- 
provement is observed in the sanitary conditions of groceries, meat 
markets and other establishments handling foods.

Perfection has by no means been reached, and there 
are still many places not above criticism, but the improvement has 
at least been both pronounced and gratifying.

It ia a petition tor 
deliverance from sins to which his af- 
flictions tempted him, and from the 
enemies who caused his affliction. 
: |. Prayer. "My prayer directed" 
(vv. l, 2). There is good reason for 
believing David wrote this while go- 
Ing through tho experience recorded 
in I Samuel 24. 
It is evident he is 


passing through a time of great stress 
and was in dire need of help for he 
urges "haste" in giving heed to his 
coll, {Luko 1S;1-S). 
David looks to 


Jehovah, as his only and sure helper. 
We are told to omit the first word 
"uiito" in this verse and to read, "I 
have called thee." Every human help 
had failed and faith fearlessly turns to 
God. 
Can God be urged? Surely we' 


are taught that God respects his 
"remembrancers" who cry "day and 
night" (Psalm 40:13; 69:17, IS; 70:5; 
71:12; 143:7). 
To fold the hands 


weakly and to "bide his time" is usu- 
ally an evidence of spiritual debility 
and of a desire to shirk the work 
Involved in a true exercise of prayer. 
True faith knows but one way of de- 
liverance, that of prayer (Phil. 4:6, 7), . 
and those who call in faith get deliv- 
erance (Rom. 10:13). 
Such prayer, 


the fruit of heart and lips, is before 
God "'as incense" and its' effectiveness 
does not depend upon its being pre- 
sented in the tabernacle—it is a "sac- 
rifice" of praise well-pleasing to God. 
We are to pray to God through his 
Son and Jn the Holy Spirit. 
Such 


prayer is set forth before him as a » 
sacrifice of sweet smelling savor. 


II. Practice. "Incline not my heart 
. . . to practice wicked works". 
(v. 4). Such prayer as here suggested 
demands a preparation of purity. As 
the "incense" was prepared with 
great qare (Ex. 30:36) and its fra- 
grance was brought out by fire (Rom, 
S:2G, 27; Bph. 6:18), so likewise there 
must be a continual practice of prayer 
and an absence of "wicked -works." 
In uo way are we so apt to sin a3 
vriVi our lips, hut back of the lipa IB 
the heart (Matt. 15:11; Luke 6:45). 
The tongue can-no man tame (James 
3:8), yet God is able and his way is ' 
to cleanse the fountain. 
To have 


the mouth filled first with, prayer and 
praise and then with evil is contrary 
to reason and to God's commands. 
David recognized that the heart is the 
source of "wicked works," and prayed 
that he be not even "inclined" to 
them (Matt. 6:13; Jam. 1:13). If he 
"keeps the door" we have a safe guard 
Ps. 127:1). 


III. Position. "Let him reprove me" 


w. 5-7.. "Faithful are the wounds of 
a friend." 
This seems to- be the po- 


sition David desired to occupy, one 
that would be "a kindness"' to him. 
Sucli correction is as sweet oil. Oil 
is healing and soothing and here sym- 
bolizes the healing effect of correc- 
tion. 
Fools hato reproof, wise men 


plead for it. David not only welcomed , 
wisdom hut (see R. V.) promises to 
pray for such friends when calamities 
come upon them and in the time when 
they are overcome by wickedness. 
When such are cast down by the rocky 
roadside "they shall hear my words," 
says David, and they will be sweet. 
The psalmist's experience, when hunt- 
ed as a partridge, taught him how to 
appreciate the petitions of Jonathan, 
—his friend, whose words to him were 
"swfiet." 
A careful reading of verso 


seven reveals David's dire extremity 
(see Am. R. V.). 
Death stared him 


in the face. Hig soul was torn as "one 
ploweth and cleaveth the earth." 


IV. Protection. "In theo do I put my 


trust" (R. V.). Though thus brought 
low David knew where to turn, and 
one to whom he could look. 
The 


church of Christ needs to look to 
God, to become like him. It needs tha 
transforming, encouraging, energizing 
vision. David is now taking his eyea. 
off the difficulties and fixing tfcem on 
the one who enables him to tovei> 
come.

The lens was open during the pe- 
riod of the flight. 


The illumination is unique, as it 


the first photographic record of art aero- 
plane's course ever made on a single 
negative. While the course of an aero- 
plane may be r.ecorded by a cinemato- 
graph film, a night exposure obviously 
fs the only one capable of recording the 
course of an, aeroplane on a single plate. 
A daylight exposure would show the

HOW THE FAMOUS COLORADO POTATO IS GROWN 


The Potato Industry of Colorado Has a Number of Peculiarities—The Product is Grown Only in Certain Restricted and 


Well-Defined Districts—The Greeley District Exceeds All the Others as to Area and Amount of Potatoes Pro- 


duced—As the History of All the Potato Districts of Colorado is Similar to that of Greeley, the 


Methods Employed By This One Section Only Will Be Mentioned Here. 


The total potato yield of Colorado; 
; compared with some of the other 


great potato producing states Is not 
argo. In the East the great yield of 
potatoes comes not from any one area 
jut for the most part from small acre- 
iges on each of the many small farms 
iver the whole of a-ptate. In Colorado 
.he potatoes are grown only in certain 
districts. On these areas potatoes are 
.he most important product and the 
>ther crops &re an adjunct to or an 
element In the system in the prepara- 
iion of the land for this crop. 
It is 


lot an uncommon thins in these dis- 
.ricts to see fields of from forty to one 
mndred acres of potatoes on farms of 
a quarter section. 


The problems confronting the po- 


,ato growers of Colorado, as to cultural 
nethods. insect pests and fungous dis- 
eases, are also radically different from 
hose of the Eastern States. 
Many 


of the fertile irrigated tracts do not 
produce potatoes successfully, though 
hey are near and similar in many re- 
spects to the so-called potato districts. 
Why this is so has not been satisfae- 
;oriiy explained. 


Of the potato-producing sections of 


;he state, the irrigated land surround- 
ng Greeley. known as the Greeley Dis- 
rict, the watershed between the Ar- 
kansas and the Plattc Rivers, known 
as the Arkansas Divide, a small sec- 
ion 
of . the 
San 
Luis 
Valley, 


the Valley of the Roaring Fork, of 
which Carbondale is the center^ and 
he Uncompahgre Valley are the most 
;mportant, a few other small moun- 
:ain valleys produce a limited quantity. 
The Greeley District is about twenty 
miles long from northwest to south- 
east and twelve to fifteen miles wide 
.1 its greatest width. 
It includes 


about 200.000 .acres of land, though 
probably not more than one-eighth of 
ihis tract is ever put in potatoes at 
any one time. The total yield of this 


:t is from 9,000 to 14,000 cars, or 


4,000,000 to fi,000,000 bushels. 


Compartively few varieties of pota- 


toes are grown in Colorado. Nearly 


all the known varieties have been 
tried at one time or another, and only 
a feu- have proved profitable. 


The districts differ somewhat in the 


varieties grown owing partly to the 
market demands and partly to the dif- 
ference in soils, elevation and length 
of seasons of the different places. 


Potatoes have been grown in the 


Greeley District since 1S70. As the 
cultivated area grew the production 
of potatoes increased, but was limited 
both as to area of land devoted to 
potato growing and yield, till alfalfa

was brought In as a part of the regu-l 
lar rotation about 18S6.

whole, adverse conditions have been 
fewer than in most potato growing 
sections of the United States and the 
growth of the industry has been nor- 
mal and constant, owing to the char- 
acter of Western soils, system of irri- 
gation, large acreage of potatoes per 
farm and rotation of crops. The meth- 
ods of potato culture in Colorado dif- 
fer somewhat from those of other 


(Ctions of the country. At first, the 


lethods of irrigation and cultivation 
jst suited to the conditions here 


were 
not 
well 
understood,

and that deep cultivation was most 
beneficial

The preparation of the land for potato 


growing is probjibly the most import- 
ant item of the work. The difference 
between new land broken for-potatoes, 
old land and alfalfa land is most 
marked. 
The new land produces a 


very clean grade of potatoes, but does 
not give so good a yield as land either 
preceded by potatoes or alfalfa. 
Al- 


falfa land gives the largest yields and 
is less liable to disease than where 


potatoes succeed potatoes. 
The uni- 


versal practice is to rotate so as to 
precede potatoes with alfalfa. 


The most common rotation Is alfalfa 


two or three years, potatoes two years, 
or where beets are grown, potatoes 
one year and beets one year, then 
grain two years.

The physical condition of 
the soil Is improved by being- made 
more porous and friable so that it will 
hold moisture better, and. of course, 
plant food is also added to It. 


A practice that Is to be commended 


la other places as well as on the irri- 
gated land of Colorado is that of fol- 
lowing the plow Immediately with the 
smoothing harrow. This is clone partly 
to mellow the soil and prevent tho 
formation of lumps, but mostly to con- 
serve the moisture. Experiments have 
demonstrated that the loss of moist- 
ure by evaporation is much less where 
this Is done than where the plowed 
land remains for a time without har- 
rowing:. In Colorado all the laud that 
is plowed each half day is harrowed 
before leaving the field. 


The position which Colorado occu- 


pies in respect to markets is one of the 
most important factors in making the 
industry profitable. 
Her geographical 


position is such that advantage can be 
taken of a shortage of crop either east 
or west of the mountains. The cities 
of the east slope of the Rockies, 
\vlth Texas and New Mexico, or- 
dinarily 
get 
the 
large 
share of 


the crop, but not infrequently the Pa- 
cific Coast, Central States and even 
New York and Boston are markets for 
the Greeley product. 


said to be the worst where there is tall 
grass or weeds. Sometimes they attack 
•oung poultry and whole flocks are 
:nown to have died within a few 
hours. 
For this reason it is best to 


ve a large yard (or a number of 
rds) and keep the ducklings con- 


fined

However, they should always be in 


their yards at feeding time for obvious 
reasons. 
Other poultry, especially the 


chickens are apt to get the "lion's" 
share of the feed if the ducks are fed 
outside the yard. 


Beside, it is always best to have feed 


troughs or boards to keep the feed 
from getting soiled. These should be 
placed in the yards, never in the 
houses, unless the latter are quite 
large, and even then there is no ad- 
vantage in feeding young ducks in- 


doojs as a rule. 
The troughs and 


boards can be kept much cleaner when 
they can have the benefit of the fresh 
air and sunshine. 
"When badly soiled 


they should be scrubbed and scalded. 
Water vessels should also be treated 
in the same manner. 


Ducks should have plenty of clean 


water to drink. This is most Import- 
ant, as- they cannot thrive- Jf they .arc 
compelled to drink from a>'dirty ves- 
sel near the feed troughs. 
Needless 


to say fresh water is given several 


times a day- The vessels should be in 
. shady places during the latter part of 
j the day at least. When the weather 
is very warm ducks often suffer for 
want of shade. 


We find it better to keep young 


ducks yarded the greater part of the 
time until they get a good start. When 
allowed to roam at will they some- 
| times wander too far away.

Don't begin to force 
the 
young 


', ducks for market until at least four 
! weeks old. Milk, either sweet or sou 


is used to moisten the feed when they 


j ore being forced. 
Ducks are never 


i bothered with lice or mites, they are 
not subject to bowel troubles, nor the 
ipideniics that sometimes work havoc 
| among chickens, and turkeys. 
| 
Waterfowl are hardy when the par- 


; ent stock is non-related and in good 
health. 
Duck eggs usually are very 


fertile and hatch well, and once a 
duckling is out of the shell, one may 
almost count with certainty that it

It is. therefore, with no slight inter- 


est that the entomologists of the Main* 
Agricultural Experiment Station havf 
been seeking to ascertain a previous!; 
unknown point in the life cycle of thi: 
pest, and have made the discovery 
that this cycle includes three genera. 
tions which are passed in what k 
known as the "elm leaf curl." 
The 


disfigured and curled leaves of the elm 
In the spring are everywhere as fam- 
iliar as the woolly masses on the apple 
bark, but tho elm generations have 
not previously been 'known to have 
any connection with the apple pest, 
and it has all along borne a distinct 
name. 


But the discovery of the annual 


migration of u fresh infestation from 
the elm to the apple and the knowl- 
edge that the elm generations are .an 
essential portion of the life cycle ol 
the woolly aphid of the apple, and 
that this species 
cannot 
continue 


without access to the elm, put a new 
significance upon the economic status 
of the elm curl. 


Some of the Common 


Pantry Pests 


From the standpoint of public health 


the insects which Infest meal, flour, 
and other foods are of no importance, 
says Dr. W. A. Evans, in Chicago 
Tribune.' But nobody wants to eat 
food infested with bugs or worms, and 
that is objection enough, but the ques- 
tion is one of taste, rather than health. 


The darker mealworm and the yel- 


low mealworm eat meal, flour, bread. 
cakes, and cereals. The confused flour 
beetle, the rust red flour beetle, infest 
meal, flour, and cereals. 
The chief 


source of annoyance from these insects 


j-Js from the presence of the larvae or 


worms in the cereal. 


The Mediterranean flour moth, the 


Indian meal moth, and the meal snout 
moth also eat meal, flour, bread, cakes 
and cereals.- The chief source of ob- 
jection to the members of this group 
Is that they web up in the cereal. 


The insects which show a liking for 


grain rather than the products of grain 
are the cade,lle, the saw toothed grain 
beetle, the angoumois grain moth, the 
granary weevil and the rice weevil. 


The body of the granary weevil con- 


tains an irritating poison, somewhat 
similar to cantharidin, obtained from 
Spanish fly. It was used as a substi- 
tute for Spanish flies in the southern 
states during the war. Herrick sug- 


• gests that, if granary beetles 
are 


ground up in flour, the mixture might 
prove seriously injurious to persons 
eating it. 


Other pests capable of infesting pan- 


tries are the pea weevil, the bean wee- 
vil, the broadhorned flour beetle, the 
coffee bean weevil, and a fruit fly 
which attacks dried, canned, and 
pickled fruits. 


The 
insects 
injurious to meats. 


Cheese, and condiments are several. 
Among them arc the, larder beetle, the 
red legged ham beetle, the cheese and 
ham mites, the cheese and meat skip- 
per, and the drug store beetle. 


Thorough cleansing of all flour bins, 


meal and cereal boxes is necessary. 
These should be emptied, brushed out 
with a stiff brush, and in many cases 
washed. 


Making Paper Pots 


Very convenient little pots Cor vege- 


table plants may be made from paper 
flour-sacks or any tough paper. 


Cut a piece eight-inches square and 


fold through the middle diagonally. 
(Fig. 1). Fold the right hand corner 


nnndy Paper Pots. 


over to left hand edge, like an enve- 
lope. 
(Fig. 2). 
Then fold the left 


hand point over in a corresponding 
manner. (Fig. S). Separate the points 
and fold back to make a straight line. 
(Fiff. 4). It now opens in a small box. 
These mny be filled with rich soil and 


laced side by side, thus keeping dif- 


ferent varieties of seeds or plants sep- 
arate. 
This also saves buying pots, 


for when transplanted the paper can 
be torn off and the roots of the plant 
remain undisturbed. 


TRANSPLANTING METHOD OF GROWING ONIONS 


The 
transplanting 
process 
often 


spoken of as the "new onion culture" 
is merely a modification of the regu- 
lar 
seeding method. 
The 
objects 


gained by transplanting are an earlier 
crop, a uniform stand, and bulbs of 
more regular size. Practically the en- 
tire Bermuda crop of the Southern 
States is handled in this manner. 
Where a small area is to he grown, the 
transplanting process 
is the ideal 


method, but for large areas and where 
labor is difficult to .obtain, this would 
not be practical. Often transplanting, 
Lho seedlings require rain or watering 
in order that they may start, and for 
this reason the transplanting process 
is practically limited to areas where 
some form of irrigation is available.

Another reason why the cow is here 
to stay, and will always be of vital 
importance in sustaining human life. 
is that babies and invalids cannot bo 
nourished on corn meal mush alone. 
For these reasons, even after the time 
comes that there is an actual struggle 
for human food, the dairy cow will 
still be a vital and abiding factor in a 
system of permanent agriculture, if 
we are to retain a high degree of 
civilization.—N. J. Fraser, Illinois. 


The cow cannot turn all the nour- 


ishment she gels from her food into, 
milk and still have enough left to 
build up her system and that of her 
offspring. We need to feed cows that 
are with cair the best kinds of feed 
the .farm 
affords and not compel 


them to go through the winter on 
half rations.

It was Benjamin Frankiin who dis- 


covered that lightning was the same 
thing, only on a gigantic scale, as the 
electric .spark which could be pro- 
duced artificially in a little machine.

Nitrogen for 


most crops and on most land can be 
obtained by the growth of legumes 
much cheaper than it can be pur- 
chased. 
In the growing of legumes, 


select the one that will produce the 
best returns in feed, under most con- 
ditions. Alfalfa Is the best legume to 
grow where It will do well. 
It will 


j produce more feed that has a higher 


I feeding value, on land that is adapted 
to its-growth, than any other legume- 


There is no reason why alfalfa 


should not be the principal legumin- 
ous crop in the east, on most soils, 
just as It is in the west. And the re- 
turns of the farmers in the eastern 
section of the United States would be 
much greater if a larger acreage of 
this crop was grown. 


the open ground. The seedlings are 
"hardened" by increased ventilation 
and 
exposure and

;ater. When ready to transplant they 


should be about the size of a lead pen- 
cil and rather stocky. The plants are 
lifted from the seedbed and the roots 
and tops are both trimmed somewhat. 


Various methods are employed for 


handling the plants in setting, but one 
thing is necessary and .that is straight 
rows—for ease in cultivation. 
The 


transplanting process consists mainly 
in pushing the root end of the seed- 
ling into the soil with one finger and 
then firming the soil about the plant. 
This work is very laborious and can 
only be performed economically by 
very cheap labor. A small plow, such 
as is usually included with the wheel 
hoe attachments, is often employed for 
opening a furrow in which to set the 
small onion plants. As the plants are 
set the soli is drawn about them by 
hand. 
In transplanting, all inferior 


plants should be rejected, thus insur- 
ing a more perfect stand and develop-

There is a graded Bertillon 


scale at the camp and twice a. week the 
weight of ea'ch patient is taken to the 
fraction of

ounce. Increase of 


weight is the essential token of gain 
and the scale-beam is watched with 
hope and with trembling when "weigh- 
ing-in" time comes around. 


All of ihe patients at ihe camp are 


reported to be doing well and it is be- 
lieved that all will be restored. None 
of the Ruses now there, was in advanced 
stages of the malady, hut each was in 
imminent peril and without 
interven- 


tion of some sort most surelv 
was 


doomed. 


It is not- necessary in all coses to 


keep patients there until recovery is 
complete. \Many of them can be taught 
not only bow La promote, their own re- 
covery at home, but how to protect the 
members of their families from danger 
by contact. 
This will prove valuable 


iu even those cases where the disease 
has progressed beyond the period of ar- 
rest. Tuberculosis is not a hereditary 
disease, but it is communicable. Tt is 
the fact of living constantly with it 
that sometimes wipes out entire fam- 
ilies. To instruct patients thoroughly 
in the means to safeguard the health 
and lives of those with whom thc-v must 


be in contact is means 
a tremendous 


conservation of human life.

Lusitania Was Not 


Armed, Says Carson 


London, June 15.—(1:26 p. m.}—•. 


"The 
Lusitania was not armed and she 


never was fitted out as a transport,' 
was one of the, remarks made by Sir Ed- 
ward Carson, attorney general in the 
new cabinet, in.addressing the court this 
morning at the opening of the board of 
trade inquiry into the loss of the Cunard 
liner which was sent to the bottom off 
the south coast of Ireland, May 7, by 
a German submarine, with a loss of over 
1,100 lives. 


Sir Edward Carson, who opened for 


the hoard of trade said he courted the, 
fullest inquiry. 
He was able to give 


complete, denial to the contention of the 
German government, that the Lusitanil 
was an armed vessel carrying guns and 
serving as an auxiliary to the naval 
forces of Great BriUin. 


In their note to Germany," the .speak- 


er said, "The United States already has 
officially denied this, and the evidence I 
propose to call- will confirm and fully 
prove the remarks of the American gov- 
ernment that the Lnsitnnia was not 
armed and that she never had been fitted 
put; as a tr'ansport.^' 


Captain Turner, of the Lusitania, as- 


amincd by the attorney general, said the 
ship was not armed cither for offense 
or defense and carried no masked guns. 
He confirmed Sir Edward's statement as 
to the speed of the Lusitania and the 
number of her boilers .in,operation. 


The captain estimated that ten sec- 


onds after thn Lusitania was struck it 
was impossible 3, to stand on deck. 
He 


said the three" difficulties in rescuing 
passengers were the list of the ship, her 
headway, which carried her two or three 
miles after being struck and the short- 
ness of tirnc. 


The captain testified he had given or- 


ders to look out for submarines and to 
proceed at full speed if'any were sight- 
ed.

lere seems to be a quickening of the 
eart and conscience of the people of all 
mds, making them more ready to Us- 
en to gospel'preaching and to read the 
captures and purchase them. 


BTotable Issues. 


The issues of the society went beyond 
nything in its history and reached a 
otal of 0,388,717 volumes. 
This sur- 


tassed the year previous, when there 
as no war," by 1,137,541 volumes, and 
imt surpassed the one before by 1,- 
01,666 volumes. The borne field dis- 
•ibution surpassed the previous year 
y S9,02S volumes and the foreign alone 
y 1,048,513 volumes. Since its found- 
ng, now nearly one hundred years ago,

The location is 
Son Francisco, n,f course. Another is 
the founding of a Bible house at Pan- 
ama. And the third is participation of 
the society in a Panama conference that 
is to he conducted by all missionary so- 
cieties, Sunday school and similar agen- 
cies, and to represent for Christian ac- 
tivity among Latin 
Americans ' what 


commercial activity does in the same 
quarter, Hie one for Christian advance 
in South America, the other for com- 
mercial advance. Boats passing through 
the SUCK canal have long been found to 
furnish opportunity for Bible sales to 
peoples of many nations and tongues 
It is believed the Panama canal will fur- 
nish like opportunity. Hence the Ameri- * 
can Bible society's Bible depository 
there.

the society is getting ready to celebrate 
the centennial of its founding. This 
celebration will take place, next year. 


The American is one of the two-great

RESPONSIBILITY. 


Health is often in our own hands to 


keep or to throw away. We usually are 
responsible for our 
personal health and 
in a degree for the 
health of t h o s e 
about us- 
In the 


vast 
majority 
of 


instances 
sickness 


is the result of in- 
discretion, which is 
n o t unconscious, 


though we may not stop to calculate 
the results. 


If we knowingly jeopardize our indi- 


vidual health and risk illness 
on the 


chance that we will escape "tins once," 
we are putting ourselves in the same 
category with the criminal who risks 
his freedom each time he breaks the 
law 
Ethically the one is no better than 


the'other. The man who willfully trans- 
gresses nature's laws by excesses may 
have far less self-control than one who 
violates the penal code. 


If each individual member of a com- 


munity failed to exercise control in the 
matter of his bodily well-bring it would 
be dangerously immoral. If we arc to 
improve the general health of our na- 
tion it must be through stimulating in- 
dividual citizens to appreciate their re- 
sponsibilities. 


Each man, woman and child should 


try and measure what individual health 
means. He should be brought to realize 
how easily it can slip away never to 
return. A single violation of a law of 
nature may mean death or what 
is 


worse, a lingering illness. 


We ore vigilant in watching our mon- 


ey lest it slip away and leave us impov- 
ished and yet we arc prodigal with our 
physical resources forgetting that the 
poorest individual is Ire who has lost hia 
health. 


Varicose veins are a dilation and over- 


filling of tlic veins, usually of the lower 
limbs. They arc caused by too great 
pressure in the veins involved or by the 
weakening of

walls. 
The 


causes are weak circulation, interference 
of the return flow by tumors, overload- 


ing of the bowels, long standing, con-, 
stant exposure to dampness and over- 
strain. 


BEATING MIDDLE AGE. 


The death rate shows an alarming in- 


crease in persons over forty-five. Men 
instead of being at their top notch of 
usefulness suddenly give way as the 
fifty-year mark ia approached. Their 
disregard of health rules in early.life is 
usually the. reason. 


Now health workers have undertaken 


a steady, systematic campaign of edu- 
cation whereby men and 
women ap- 


proaching middle year can be taught to 
care for themselves in sudi a way that 
tlie present death rate will drop and 
their working efficiency be extended ac- 
cordingly. 


"It is entirely possible," declares Dr. 


Herman M. Biggs, of the New York 
state health bureau, "for the average 
man and woman to extend their active, 
useful working lives by not lesa than 
five years." 


But it means avoiding excesses of all 


kinds, careful attention to diet, a mod- 
erate amount of exercise and plenty of 
sleep. 


The story of Luigi Cornaro, tha fa- 


mous Venetian nobleman, who at forty, 
wag literally dying from high living, is 
worth knowing. 


When the physicians of his day could 


do no more for him he determined to 
make one last effort by reversing abso- 
lutely the course of life through which 
he had been brought to such extremity. 


Formerly a glutton, he changed to a 


most rigorous diet. And the results of 
this restricted diet, fresh air, early, to 
bed and moderate exercise were aston- 
ishing. 


At the age of eighty lie, still mounted 


his horse alone and rode every day for 
n score of miles. He lived to be ninety- 
five. 


No graver responsibility than the con- 


servation of public health rests on civi- 
lized nations, and it so far transcends, 
other social or economic questions that 
neither time nor money ought to be con- 
sidered a serious factor in the proper 
nnd prompt safeguarding of the life and 
health of the people.—George Shira*,

Fred Mollman was elected Mayor 


of East St Louis recently by a plu- 
rality of 27 votes. His mother was 
entitled to vote in his favor—wom- 
en having been granted the right of 
franchise in Illinois—but because of 
the death of her husband last July 
and because she is still grieving, she 
did not go to the polls. 


Her daughter, 
Mina, however, 


went to the polls and cast her ballot 
in favor: of her bother. 


Mrs. Mollman was bortfln Baden, 


Germany, and when she was but 10 
years old came to Mascoutah,- 111. In 
1861 she was married to J. D. Moll- 
man. Ho was engaged In the har- 
ness business and each son was 
taught this trade. 


In 1903 the Mollmans moved to 


East St Louis and the father entered 
the harness manufacturing business 
with his son, Fred. Prior to this 
time Fred had qualified himself for 
theiwork by coming to St Louis 
and learning bookkeeping in a har- 
ness factory at a salary of ?5 a 
week. During his stay In St. Louis 
he learned the rigid economy that he 
Is now applying to the affairs of his 
city by living on 30 cents a day for 
food. Out 
of the ?5 he paid his 


board and room rent at home and 
supplied himself with clothes. He 
spent 6 cents for breakfast of cof- 
fee and rolls, 10 cents for soup, meat 
and potatoes for lunch and 15 cents 
for a "sumptuous" evening meal. Pie 
in those days was a luxury for this 
future Mayor, To save carfare ho 
VAlbAd. to and from, work.

After apprenticing himself in this 


way he returned to Mascoutah and 
aided Ms father. 
Later he pur- 


chased a newspaper in East St 
Louis and was .an editor until in 
1903, when his father took him into 
business with him.. 
In the latter 


business the two engaged with sucn 
success that Mollmau Harness Com- 
pany now is the biggest concern 01 
its kind in Southern Illinois. 


When Fred Mollman was elected 


Mayor of East St Louis he placed 
his brother, Herman, member of the 
Board of Education of St. Louis 
county, In charge of the factory. 
Then Fred rolled up bis sleeves and 
went, to work as a real, energetic 
Mayor. He was sworn into office 
without ostentation. There were no 
flowers in the council chamber when 
he took office, there was no music 
and no cheera. There was. but ono 
speech and that was by the Mayor, 
outlining his future course of "hon- 
esty and efficiency." 


Next morning on bis first day of 


office he astonished other cifV offi- 
cials by getting to the city hall at 8 
a. m. That was just a. starter. Next 
day ho established a precedent by 
getting down at 7:30 a, m.

. generally arrived at the city hall at 
10 a.^m., and left when he pleased, 
often absenting himself for the en- 
tire afternoon.

When he gets 
to his office he throws off his coat 
and gets down;to business. His job 
is not the sinecure

agine for instead of sitting around, 
smoking cigars and drawing his sal- 
ary, Mollman is working every min- 
ute of the day.
